stand as fundamentals upon which we 
build for progress. In religion, Jesus 
established these fixed periods. 


At this point the speaker propound 


ed two startling propositions, which 
formed the permeating thought of the 
address. 


1. "Jesus embraced in his teaching 


all of good which the religions of the 
world had produced up to his day." 


2. "No system of religion inaugur 


ated since Jesus, has announced any 
principle of merit which cannot be 
found even much more forcibly and 
correctly stated in the teaching of the 
Master." 


Every now and then we hear of 


someone who has discovered the gold- 
en rule in the teaching of the ancient 
Chinese or of the early rabbis, but 
careful 
analysis 
demonstrates 
that 


these are silver rules, not golden rules. 
They emphasize negations: "Do not 
do unto others what you would not 
have others do to you;" in other 
words, they stand for the doctrine of 
"hands off." while the golden rule of 
Jesus means "hands out and help"— 
"Do unto othors what you would that 
they should do unto you." 


The doctor said he would be only 


too happy to learn that all the goou 
which Jesus taught could be found in 
ancient religions, but he insisted that 
Jesus had condensed these things into 
finalities and embraced them into an 
active, working, soul-moving religion 
which is still ever-increasingly potent 
in the hearts and minds of men. 


The idea of God is the foundation 


of all religious thought. Given a man's 
conception of the Creator and his 
whole 
superstructure 
of 
religious 


bought may be easily understood and 
outlined. Jesus' idea of God was that 
found in the Lord's prayer, "Our Fa- 
ther." What more can be added to 
that conception in soul-satisfying com-

France, alone, not to speak of Swit- 


zerland. Italy and Germany, estimates 
that the tourists leave in her coffers 
an average of $!'iOo,000,000 per year. 


Nor is this large income likely to 


decrease as long as France and its 
places of bea-jty and interest endure. ' 


To Southern California, as well as 


to !• ranee, the income from the tour- 
ist crop is as certain as that derived • 
from 
rjf) per cent of the nation's busi- 


ness enterprises.

Tax Lands Near Covina. 


An effort is being made by County 


Tax Collector Welch to clear the rec- 
ords of properties which have been 
purchased by the State for delinquent 
taxes, remaining unredeemed. 
The 


statutes provide that, the State be- 
comes 
the purchaser 
in all cases 


where the owner or owners default in 
the payment of taxes, and after five 
years 
have 
elapsed, 
the 
State 


takes 
a 
deed, 
and 
the 
property 


is thereupon State property, and sub- 
ject to disposal by public auction to 
the highest bidder. 


The law further provides that, after 


the State takes its deed, the property 
shall be withdrawn from assessment 


that Slate property 


; provision is made, 


however, through a system of penal- 
ties, interest and cost, by which the 
State is reimbursed in the event that a 
redemption is made, and the property 
owner usually pays dearly for his 
neglect for allowing himself to default 
in the payment of taxes, as these 
charges are greatly in excess of regu- 
lar taxes, except in those cases where 
property 
values have materially in- 


creased since the withdrawal of the 
property from assessment, in which 
case, and there are many such, the 
owner is escaping a just proportion of 
the burden of taxation. 


Hoping to reach such owners as 


have property in jeopardy, Mr. Welch 
has seggregated these properties into 
districts for publication in the local 
papers. The following is a list of the 
properties in this district, which, un- 
less redeemed, will be offered for sale 
to the highest bidder.
